But there is another and per- 
haps more important consideration for 
the prospective settler—the rate of 
taxation. So that while we go for- 
ward@ on the development of a good 
road’ system, we must have care to 
keep our heads—to keep them above a 
tax flood, We have recently heard of 
communities in the west that did not 
keep their heads. These have incurred 
tax rates so high that they are stag- 
gering. Stagnation is upon them and 
they do not see the way out,

unts. The annual salaries of doctors, 
nurses and attendants amount te 
$198,500, and outside nurses, doctors, 
hospitals and sanitoria are paid about 
$120,000 a year. The item of drugs 
and supplies amounts to $55,000 and 
upkeep of buildings and automobiles 
about $25,000 a year, making a total 
cost of $398,500 per annum, or ap- 
proximately $25 a year for each 
worker. 

Is the medical service worth the 
price? 

Except a maternity hospital, where 
the workman can have his babies de- 
livered in good order, and a house 
equipped for nose and throat opera- 
tions, and an isolation hospital held 
in readiness for anthrax cases, the 
corporation obtains all hospital serv- 
ice from local, public and private hos- 
pitals and pays at regular rates for 
this service. But two ambulances, 
each with two attendants, are on call 
day or night; these ambulances make 
ubout 5,000 calls annually. The work- 
ers average five office calls a. year— 
10,000 office cally were made last 


year. Count that in with the ambu- 
lance ride nearly every third. worker 
enjoys each year.. 

Eight hundred patients used the 
maternity service, receiving prenia- 
ternity care and everything, and it 
cidn’t cost father a red cent, in cash. 
The corporation even furnished all 
supplies, including a pair of shoes 
for the baby. 


The chief of the medical service de- 
clares that the workers are happy and 
contented; they receive adequate care 
from doctors; they are not forced to 
consult impostors nor to squander 
their money on nostrums; they are 
not impoverished by the advent of ill- 
ness; they have no occasion to skip 
to Canada when a new baby arrives; 
they are not a burden on charitable 
institutions of the community; they 
produce more finished material per 
worker than any similar group; they 
have had no quarrel or differences 
with their employer about working 
conditions. 

Still this is all paternalism. The 
salaries of the doctors, dentists, nurses 
and other experts average $2,300. If 
the nurses, pharmacists, dentists and 
other experts would kindly contribute 
their services just for the happiness 
of making others happy. there’d be 
enough in the doctor’s salary fund to 
pay each doctor about $7,000 a year, 
which would be more like a living 
wages. And they must have good doc- 
tors on the staff, for the shoes turned 
out by the concern are certainly good, 
honest shoes.

Weak Liverpool and another break in 
sterling gave the market a poor start but 
clearer expectation of the weakness abroad 
than we have yet had changed sentiment 
and buying increased steadily. Contracts 
became scarce as soon as liquidation ceased 
aml were never plentiful after that except 
during periods of realizing. 

Advices from London attribnte the weak. 
ness in sterling to changing of pounds into 
dollars due to fear of the effect of a 
socialist government. Liverpool cables also 
stated that politics over shadowed other 
factors at the moment and was causing 
liquidation. 

Later advices indicated that much of the 
liquidation on the other side may have been 
brought about by cables from New York pre- 
dicting that domestic consumption and ex- 
ports together will not exceed this year's 
crop and that the carry-over will be about 
the same as last year. 

Such assertions as these were so ridicu- 
lously untrue that they stimulated buying 
here rather than selling. In addition local 
traders appeared to come to the conclusion 
that there was nothing in the English politi- 
cal situation to affect the value of cotton 
or its probable consumption.

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Buyers in Cotton Goods 
Markets Limit Purchases 


Boston, January 3.—The Merchants’ 
National Bank of this city says in its 
monthly summary of the cotton indus- 


try: 
“Cotton eects markets have been 


very quiet during the past month. 
Retailers have been absorbed in holi- 
day business, and have given little 


thought to their future requirements, 
while wholesalers and cutters-up have 
limited their purchases with a view 
to showing light stocks in their year- 
end inventories. All classes of buyers, 
furthermore, have operated conserva- 
tively because of the high prices now 
prevailing. They have realized that 
many lines of fabrics have been selling 
at or below cost of production, but 
have been afraid to buy freely lest re- 
tailers and consumers may not také 
goods in normal volume at current 
levels and lest cotton and goods de- 
cline as the’ time for planting the new 
crop approaches. 

“Cotton declined about four cents 
during the early part of the month but 
has since recovered nearly all of its 
loss. It is now selling for a quarter to 
a half a cent less than it commanded 
on the first of the month. While the 
raw material was falling, gray goods 
weakened moderately, but since cotton 
has recovered gray goods have 
strengthened again and are now selling 
on about the same level as at the be- 
ginning of the month. Finishers and 
distributors have advanced finished 
goods steadily during the month to 
bring them more nearly to a parity 
with gray goods. 

“The government’s latest statistics 
on cotton consumption and machinery 
activity, covering the month of No- 
vember, occasioned considerable sur- 
prise in the trade, as they showed that 
in that month the mills used more 
cotton per day and operated their 
spindles at a higher rate of activity 
than in October. The government's 
report indicated that the industry as 
a whole was running at about per 
cent of single shift capacity, heavy 
curtailment in New England being off- 
set by continued overtime running in 


the south. Within the past month 
many reports have come to hand of 
increased curtailment both north and 
south and it is believed that when the 
statistics for December are published 
they will show a pronounced decline in 
mill operations, 
Position Strong. 

“The statistical position of cotton 
continues strong. Potal stocks in all 
hands in the United States aggregated 
only’ 7,780,000 bales on December 1 
this year, against 8,682,000 last year 
and an average of 11,294,000 in the 
past four years. Allowing for imports 
and city crop accumulations during 
the balance of the season, it is esti- 
mated that the total supply .available 
for export, domestic consumption and 
cotton destroyed from December 1 
to July 31 is about 8,352,000 hales 
this season against 9,199,000 last sea- 
son. In this period last season, ex- 
ports, consumption and cotton de 
stroyed totaled 7,106,000 bales. If 
they aggregated the same this season, 
there would be only about 1,250,000 
bales in the country at the end of next 


uly. 

“The total supply of American cotton 
at country es and principal mat: 
kets in the ited States, and afloat 
to and at the ports of Great Britain 
and the continent, was 6,322,000 bales 
on December 21 this year against 7,- 
245,000 a year ago. This supply consti- 
tutes the total amount available in De- 
cember 21 for spinners’ takings during 
the balance of the season. Actual tak- 
ings from December 21 to July 31 last 
seasun totaled 6,223,000 bales. If 
takings should run as large during the 
balance of this season as during last 
season there would be only about 100,- 
000 bales left at all the above named 
points at the end of the season. 

“In connection with the foregoing 
figures, however, it should be noted 
that consumption of cotton in this 
country has recently been declining 
while at this time last year it was in- 
creasing. Foreign takings of Ameri- 
can cotton during the current season to 
date are slightly less than a year ago 
and world takings of all cottons are 
considerably less than last year.’

TUCKER DENOUNCES

Petition for amendment of the tem- 
porary restraining order against col- 
lection of the state tobacco tax was 
filed in Fulton superior court Thurs- 
day by Attorney General George M. 
Napier. Hearing on the petition was 
set for today before Judge Ellis, but, 
on account of a recent death in the 
fontily of one of the counsel in the 
case, it is considered unlikely that the 
hearing will be held before next 
week.
